No feara were entertained over his 
condition until late Sunday night when 
It waa aeen that the end was near. 

Oeorge Washington Adair waa born 
at Lewlaburg in this county, Septem- 
ber 29, 1844. He waa the aon of Wil- 
liam and Sarah Adair and waa a de- 
scendant of John Adair, who waa gov- 
ernor of Kentucky from 1820 to 1824. 
When he waa about 4 yeara old his par- 
enta removed with him to Lewie coun- 
ty where he lived until he had reach- 
ed manhood. At the age of 25 he went 
to Mt. Olivet and began to teach 
school, later teaching In Murphysvllle 
In this county. 

In 1881 he began the practice of law 
In this city, studying under the late 
Henry Wadsworth. Prom 1893 to 1896 
ho held the office of County Attorney 
Since that time he had lived in this 
city where he had a rery large prac- 
tice. Not only in this city and county 
but in the surrounding section of the 
country he was known aa an able 
lawyer and aa one of his many friends 
characterized bim upon hearing of his 
death, "He knew hla law." 

He waa married on February 21, 
1871. to Miaa Sallle Paul, daughter of 
the late John Paul of Dover, who was 
one of the pioneer families of this 
county. To them were born five chil- 
dren, four of whom Burvlve. They are 
Mra. Maude Farnsworth of Pasca- 
goula, Miaa., Mr. John P. Adair of Chi- 
cago, Mr. Aaa Adair of Covington, Ky. 
and Mr. Robert Adair of thla city. He 
leavea no brothera or sisters, being 
the last of Ave children. 

He was the oldeat member of the 
Mason County Bar Aaaociatlon. botb 
In the number of yeara and practice. 

Mr. Adair was one of the most so- 
ciable men in this elty and was a 
great lover of the young people. H; 
alwaya had a pleasant word for every- 
one and was characteriied by hla mm- 
ny disposition and kind and welcome 
words for all. He had a very appre- 
ciative eye for the beautiful thlnga in 
nature and thla waa shown by hla 
many short poems that were prluted 
from time to time. Hie wrttinga were 
simple and contained a beautiful lyri- 
cal strain, which 
tlnctlve. 

Mr. Adair waa a man whorie friends 
could almost be counted by 'the num- 
ber of hla acquaintances. His plcas- 
Ing personality readily made friends 
for him and he rarely forgot one that 
he had met. He was a kind and af- 
fectionate husband and father and waa 
a great lover of hla home.

llereu, Ky., December 25 — Student 
labor as a means toward securing an 
education in the past year has at- 
tained record proportions in Berea 
College, according to the report of 
Treasurer Thomas J. Osborne. Of the 
1,668 students enrolled at Berea, con- 
siderably more than half earned a 
large part of their expenses by stu- 
dent labor. The total sum earned in 
this manner was more than $40,000, 
exclusive of vacation earnings, which 
ll *8,000 more than in any previous 
year. 

Bail boys and girls participated in 
the work, and some of the more novel 
sources of revenue included laundry 
work, Janitor service in the school 
buildings, printing, woodwork and 
waiting on table. Farming waa the 
most popular form of student labor, 
waltiug on table se second, garden- 
ing was third in the number enrolled 
and Janitor service, woodwork and 
laundering ranked next. 

Although student labor has enabled 
this large number of boys ana girls 

to secure M education, President 
Frost expreases regrat that the col 
lege Is not In a position to give great 
er aid He says that in the paat year 
they were able to give only $3.46 1 for 
student aid. although about $7,000 was 
distributed as student loana. uo single 
sift or loan amouutlng to 
M0. Berea probably la the 
IH-nsive school In the oouutry. the ex 
peusea, excluding clothing, amounting 
to only $100 a year The enrollment 
last year uumbered 1,1 lo men and 657 
women
